| WRECK OF .A STEAMER. 
; ie ——— . 
>: A fearful typhoon poets the Golf of Siam 


early last montband Bandon and Chalya, two of 
the largest const towns,arenow complete wrecks, 
and scarcely a house {s-lefe standing by the 
fearfal storm which has recently passed over 
them, 5,660 houses have been hlown down, and 


| partially washed away, the Wate destroyed or 


unroofed, large trees, five and stx feet In diameter 
snapped off like match wood, or blown up by 
the roots,and not a building lef undamaged in 
Bandon or Chalya. The loss of life, as far as 
can be ascerjained has been very considerable, 
Tog persons being :reported killed, though this’ 
number is supposed to-be far below the actual 
total, The-whole country, in the neighbour- 
hood of Chalya and Bandon is a complete desert, 
‘and not a single tree or house has been. left 
standing. The island of Koh Samine, which was 
well wooded, has been swept completely bare, 
The loss at sea must have been considerable, 
As the steamship Café Clear was proceeding’ 
next day,from Champonto Chalya, large masses 
of wreckage wrre observed, broken junks, native 
hosts, cargo, masts, and sails floated by, among 
which were noticed ‘numerous. dead bodler. 
There was a very heavy sca at the time, and the 
evidences of destruction of life and property 
were observed on all-sides, .The stexmehip 
Rainbow. was proceeding from Saigon to Bang- 
kok, nnd had. called in at Koh Samine to 
complete her. cargo with cocoa-nuts, She was 
teady to leave when the typhoon burst upon her, 
and she capsized in fourfatnoms of water. There 
were on board, a crew ‘of 30 men and, three 
passengers, Of this number 6 of the crew only 
have been saved, and reached Bangkok by the 
steamship Cafe Clear on Sunday the 22nd 
Nov. The bsdy of Captata de Campos and 
some ten of the crew have-been washed ashore 
and burled by the natives on the istand of Koh. 
Samine, The wind blew from E.N.E. to S.W5, 
and the typhoon lasted about six hours, It is 
constdered. to be one of the most destructive 
storms that ever raged along the coasts of Slam.
